ICC ALUMNI SPOTLIGHT 


In the late ‘80s, 
international students at 
ICC were a rarity. 

Enter Paul Manera of 
Sydney, Australia, who 
enrolled to play football for 
then head coach and now 
ICC President Mike Eaton. 
As Manera’s story goes, 
he and friends, Harry 
“Sly” Pavlidis and Michael 
“Wolf” Vrcelj were playing 
“American” football in 
their country when one 
day, University of Hawaii 
Coach Paul Johnson (not 
ICC’s former tennis coach) 
spotted them on the field. 
Johnson contacted Eaton, 
and Manera and the other 
members of the Australian 
Connection were on their 
way to Fulton. But, when 
Manera arrived, Eaton 
discovered his new player 
wasn’t big enough, but the 
6-4 Manera hit the weight 
room. 

Manera started at 
offensive tackle for the 
Indians, and as it turned 
out, it was a successful 
connection for both 
coaches. “Paul loved 
practice,” Eaton said. “He 
was like a kid in a candy 
store.” After he graduated 
from ICC, for three years 
Manera played at the 
University of Hawaii, where 
he earned the B.B.A. degree 
with a major in finance, 
and he was an Academic 
All-Conference (Western 
Athletic Conference) 
selection in 1991. 
Subsequently he completed 
Certificate 4 in Assessment 
and Workplace Training 
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at Gymea TAFE, which 
qualifies him to train and 
assess coaches in Australia. 

Last summer when 
Eaton’s wife, Marcia found 
out through her Facebook 
connection with Manera that 
he would be in Memphis, 
former coach picked up 
former player on a Sunday 
afternoon in July. 

When they drove onto 
the Fulton Campus, Eaton 
said that Manera’s reaction 
to ICC today was the same 
as that of anyone else who 
hadn’t visited in several 
years. “He couldn’t believe 
the changes,” Eaton said. 

“He wanted to know where 
the old stadium was.” 

Today Manera is director 
of Bring It On Sports as 
well as head coach of the 
UNSW Raiders Gridiron 
Club, which is the oldest 
Gridiron Club in Australia. 
He’s definitely utilizing his 
business degrees in " ' 
Bring It On Sports, 
which specializes in 
sports marketing, 
coaching and 
recreational services 
including providing 
instructors for sports, 
dance and fitness 
activities in preschools, 
primary and secondary 
schools. “Also at Bring 
It On sports, I help 
other Australians to 
get scholarships in 
the United States, 
including Adam 
Gotsis, whom I 
connected with Paul 
Johnson at Georgia 
Tech this year,” 

Manera said. Gotsis 
signed as a second 
round draft pick with 
the Denver Broncos. 

“In January, I started 
running NFL Flag 
Football Camps in 
Australia for youth 


ages 7 to 1 7 to help grow 
the game of American 
Football Down Under,” 
Manera said. 

So, Coach Paul Manera, 
former international student 
at ICC, is carrying on 
the tradition of providing 
opportunities in America for 
Australian students, just as 
he was the beneficiary from 
coaches Johnson at Hawaii 
and Eaton at ICC almost 30 
years ago.

His memories of his time at the 
College include outstanding professors. 
Hausley called longtime English teacher 
Dr. Ellene McCrimon “the sweetest 
teacher.”

He said that when he came to ICC, it 
had a certain vibe.

That seat 
is in Renasant Bank in Aberdeen, where 
he’s been for 15 years. 

Hausley is one of ICC’s best alumni 
recruiters.

And it definitely was the best choice 
for Hozay Hausley.

Gene Tilghman, 
who retired from ICC in

The students 
sometimes picked at him 
by hanging a note on 
his classroom door that 
said, “Class Cancelled 
— Gone Fishing, 55 and it 
lives on as part of the 
name of the endowed 
scholarship. 

The announcement 
was also significant in 
that it is the first college 
fishing scholarship 
in Mississippi and a 
fitting tribute to Gene 
Tilghman, whose legacy 
will continue through this 
exceptional gift.
